There are three sects of Kumbhupatias—(1) the Kumbhupatias proper, 
swho wear ropes made of the bark bf trees ; (2) the Kanapatias, who wear rags; and 
\ (8) the Ashritas or Grosthes, who lead a family life. The first two sects renounce” 
2 * the yorld and make no distinction 6f caste. They eat food given by*peoplo of 
any caste, except by a Raja, who is supposed to accumulate his weulth by 
oppressing and torturing his subjects; by a Brahmin or bhandari, because he 
ts gifts made in skradh ceremonies ; by a washerman, because he washes the 
clothes of all classes of people ; and by a hadi, because his occupation is filthy. 
The third sect do not renounce the world nor deem celibacy essential, nor are 
they turned out of caste. They look up to the other two sects as their “ gurus” 
or spifitual guides, and follow their religion, They bathe in the early morning. 
Each segt has aseparate temple or place of prayer. hey believe 
in one Supreme Being, who is called Alekh; truthfulness, obedience to 
spiritual guidance, and faith are the principal tenets of their religion, They 
believe in the existence of the thirty-three crores of Hindu gods and goddesses, but 
do not respect their images, as they argue that it 1s impossible to represent - 
the form of the Supreme Being whom no one has ever seen, nor do they worship 
the Hindu gods and goddesses; there is indeed reason to think that, unlike 
the followers of Ramanand, Kabir, and. Chaitunyn, they have an antipathy 
to them,as they dislike to touch the ¢ulsi plant, because it is held sacred by 
the Hindus, and will not eat the flesh of a goat, because it is offered in 
sacrifice to the Hindu goddess Kali. They eat and drink only in the day- 
time ; if they feel hungry or thirsty at night they can drink water only. They 
pray in the open air every day (morning and evening) with their faces turned 
towards the sun, and with their hands folded and held at the nose. If four or 
more persons join in the prayer, one of them recites, in humble words und 
suppliant voice, the praises of the Almighty, the others repeating the words 
after him, They bow down, prostrating themselves to the ground, 64 times, 
corresponding to the number of disciples of their god. Their habits are very 
filthy. They take no medicine, but rely on the help of their god alone for 
recovery: in case of severe illness, they take a litile earth from the prayers 
_ground, mix it with rice-water, and drink the mixture. During the past two 
r the Kumbhupatias have divided into two sections. Formerly Bhima

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Trade, though still behind the point, reached in the exceptional year 1877-78 
was more active during the period under review than in any other previous 
year, and exceeded the results of the year 1878-79 by over 10} crores of 
rupees, The direction in which this improvement was most manifest will 
be noticed further on in connection with the detailed statistics of the year. 

4, The year was remarkable fora large increase in the importationsvof 
Government stores, the figures being for 1876-77, Rs. 64,20,772; 1877-78,

B79 per cent. Thus the United Kingdom bas absorbed nearly two-thirds of the 
entire trade; while the trade with China is about one-seventh of the whole. In 
the preceding year the corresponding figures were, China one-sixth, and United 
Kingdom three-fifths. The trade with the United Kingdom has advanced 
by. about 54 crores of rupees, the chief increase, in imports as usual being 
in cotton goods, jewellery, woollen goods, umbrellas, machinery and apparel. 
The increase in umbrellas is specially noticeable, the numbers imported hace 
rison from 868,785 in 1876-77 to 2,062,870 in the year under report. The 
more general use of umbrellas of European make even by daily labourers in 
Bengal is a mark of advancing prosperity among that class which has been 
frequently noticed by district oflicers. Among exports, linseed, indigo and 
wheat showed great improvement. The most noticeable facts in the China 
trade were the adyance in the quantity of opium exported to Hong-Kong, 
the falling off in the quantity consigned to the Treaty ports, and an increase of 
64 lakhs of rupees in the value of shipments of raw cotton theconsumption of which 
in China seems to be steadily increasing.

The American 
demand for manufactured jute- seems to be superseding that for raw jute, the 
cause assigned by the Collector of Customs being the larger area now under wheat 
in America, The grain trade with Mauritius again shows a falling off which is 
attributed to increased shipments from Bombay which is nearer to the chief grain- 
ducing-districts than Calcutta, The advance in imports of silk from France and 
in exports of tea to Australia are noticeable points regarding the trade of Calcutta 
with other countries. From 134 lakhs in 1879-80 imports ae France increased 
to 28 lakhs of rupees in 1880-81. The advance was chiefly in silk, an article 
of pure luxury. © principal increase in the trade with Australia consisted 
of 43 lakbs in the export of tea, and is duc to the measures taken by the 
Caleutta Syndicates to promote the use of Indian tea in Australia.

‘was two annas six pies per head ; in Calcutta, where the rate was highest, it was 
Rs. 4--6, while in the interior itranged from a minimum of two pies ‘in 
Singbhoom to a maximum of, four annas six pies in Noakholly. , 

4, The receipts under the head of ‘impressed stamps’ amounted to 
Rs. 22,75,082 against Rs. 23,88,414 in 1879-80, Rs. 19,809,374 in 1878-79, and 
Rs. 18,438,199 in 1877-78. The increase, as compared with the years previous to 
1879-80, is due to the operation of the new Stamp Act I of 1879. As compared 
with the year 1879-80, the falling off in the past year is in part ascribed to the 
abnormal increase in the stamp revenue of 1879-80 owing to the new law of 
limitation, but the Licutenant-Governor has no doubt that the Board and the 
local officers are right in attributing it mainly to the abundant harvest of the 
past year, which caused a general improvement in the circumstances of the 
agricultural classes, and thus reduced the number of loan transactions through- 
out the county. A corresponding decrease took place during the year in the 
operations of the Registration Department. In thirteen districts there was an 
increase in the receipts under impressed stamps owing to special causes 
detailed in the report, which counterbalanced the general tendency to a 
decrease. ‘The only districts, however, in which the increase exceeded 15 per 
cent., were Calcutta, Pubna, and Chumparun. 

5. As regards the other classes of stamps under Act I of 1879, there was 
a decrease of Rs. 21,718 under stamps on hundis and bills of exchange, an 
increase of Rs, 3,634 on the sales of one-anna stamps for receipts and cheques, 
an increase of Rs. 7,871 on Foreign bill stamps, and a new reccipt of 
Rs. 7,800 for advocate, vakeel and attorney stamps. The fluctuations in the 
sales of other classes of stamps are too small to require notice. Of the fallin, 
off under hundi stamps, Rs. 10,035 is due to the district of Moorshedabad, 
where there is reported to have boen a total stoppage of the local bankipg busi- 
ness owing to the failure of the Marwari bankers of Azimgunge and Baluchur,

sions of the law are enforced. In 1879-80, 299 cases in which 427 persons 
were concerned were instituted, but in the past year the number of cases 
instituted and persons prosecuted rose to 556 and 674 respectively. Out of the 
632 defendants actually tried during the year, 558 were convicted and 74 
acquitted. Th’ fines imposed amounted to Rs. 7,021 as compared with 
Rs. 8,193 in the preceding your Although the fines were on the average 
higher than in the year 1879-80, they were still in many cases inadequate. 
On this subject the Lieutenant-Governor entirely concurs in the remarks of the 
Commissioner of the Presidency Division that even with the best endeavours of 
Revenue officers many cases must remain undetected, that the time for Jenieney 
has passed, and that the only way in which the comparatively small number 
of eases that are detected can be compensated for is by the infliction of exem- _ 
plary fines in the cases of evasion of the law which are drought to light. As the 
Board observe, ‘‘the imposition by Magistrates of nominal fines in cases 
of prosecution under section 6] is a direct encouragement to the public to 
cea specieg -payment of the penalty imposed by the Collectors under sec- 
tion 37 by not appearing to claim their documents.”
